AUTOBIOGRAPHY AT AUCTION. 


Leonidas Johnson Propeses to Detail Mia Career for 
a Ten Dolisr Note. 

About 8 month ago in these columns was 
printed an account of how Leonidas John- 
son, the Henry county rapist, who is under 
sentence of death, had sold his body to Dr. 
Auten, of this city, for $15, the remains to 
be delivered after the performance at the 
gallows. it seems that Johnson has already 
run through with the money thus obtained. 
and is now anxious to drive another bargain 
on the post-o-bit plan. He has given out 
word from the jail that he will detail to any 
bewspaper reporter or publisher a lengthy 
and true account of his life and crimes—ai! 
for the consideration of $10 cash in hend. 
By way of inducement he says that he has 
been “a bad man’ and committed ‘more 
devilment than any other nigger in Georgia,’ 
He is quite anxious to se!] ont his autobiog- 
raphy of crime and is ready to guarantee it 
as bloody and hair-raising as the purchaser 
may desire. As Johnson is about the hugest 
ar now unhung the newspaper men do not 
dare to trust him even upon the liberal terms 
he has proposed. 
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THE POLICE-DaMAGE SUIT. 


The Jury Find a Quick Verdict in Faver.of the 
Defendants. 

In July last Mr. E. Sexton, living near 
Peachtree road beyond the city limits, lost a 
ime half Jersev heifer. On tracing the ani- 
mal he found that Mr. W. C. Humphries, a 
butcher, living near by, had bought the 
heifer from a couple of young negroes for $10 
and batchered it, The negroes were arrested 
and told their story, whereupon Humphries 
was arrested for receiving stolen property. 
He was placed in the station- 
house by the police and kept 
there forsix or eight hours. When taken 
before a magistrate be was discharged from 
custody, but laterthe grand jury indicted 
him and he is now under bond for trial upon 
tne charge. Humphries in the meantime 
sued Officers Bedford and Clarke, Station- 
house Keepers Foute and Buchanan and 
Chief Connolly for malicious arrest, false im- 
prisonment and abusive treatment while 
under arrest. Heclaimed $3,000 from the 
above named officers. On the trial of the 
case it was fully shown that the officers acted 
under proper authority, that they treated 
Humphries with due respect and did not 
abuse him in any manner whatever. The 
jury yery promptly found a verdictin favor 
of the defendants.

Dr. KR. B. Adair read a paper on Riggs’s dis- 
ease, pyorrhea albeolaris. The doctor gave 
an interesting review of the disease and the 
means adopted for its cure. 

Dr. Catching said be had had very little 
experience with the disease. Dr. Riggs is 
preparing a work on the treatment of the 
disease. The discussion of the disease was 
indulged in by Dr. Campbdeli, Dr. Parsons, 
Ur, Morrison, Dr. Holland, Vr. Catching, Dr. 
Chapple, and finally the subject was passed. 

Dr. Coyle read a scientific paper on physi- 
Ology of anwsthesia and methods ot resusci- 
tation, after which a short discussion on 
artificial respiration followed. Dr. Holland 


favored the use of ar esthetics. 

Dr. Wardlaw read a paperon the chemis- 
try of carics. The paper was exceedingly 
interesting and was discussed by the meet- 
ing. 

Dr. Coyle, of the executive committee, re- 
ported from the board of censvrs charges 
against Dr. A. H. Best, of Savannah, for 
violating the code of dental ethecs by im- 
proper advertising.
